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PEEFACE. 


In  the  present  volume,  we  aim  at  giving,  in  a  sy- 
noptical form,  the  Bibliography  of  American  Natural 
History,  for  the  year  1851.  We  propose  to  extend 
the  work  by  decades  of  preceding  years,  as  well  as 
annually  in  the  future. 

Our  plan  includes,  1st,  the  doiags  of  American 
naturalists;  2d,  the  labors  of  foreign  authors,  in 
reference  to  America;  3d,  abstracts,  or  reviews  of 
papers  relative  to  foreign  natural  history,  when  pub- 
lished ia  American  periodicals,  since  they  properly 
belong  to  American  Bibliography. 

In  the  proceedings  of  learned  societies,  short  verbal 
communications  are  often  recorded  without  any  title 
being  given.  These  we  have  embodied  in  our  bibU- 
ography  with  such  headings  as,  in  our  judgment, 
seemed  most  appropriate.  We  have  placed  them  at 
the  end  of  each  division,  in  order  to  distinguish  them 
from  the  more  elaborate  works.  For  the  suitableness 
of  the  titles  assigned  we  alone  are  responsible. 

To  each  title  we  have  appended  the  names  of  the 
species  described  as  new;  also  the  names  of  the  species 
that  have  been  transferred  into  other  genera,  either 
new  or  previously  known.

When  mistakes  in  the  determination  of  species  have 
been  ascertained,  the  rectifications  have  been  given  in 
notes  placed  immediately  beneath.  The  names  in 
italics  indicate  synonyms. 

Living  ourselves  amidst  the  scenes  of  the  labors 
thus  recorded,  we  have  not  considered  it  expedient 
to  attempt  an  estimate  of  their  value.  Many  of  the 
papers  will  undoubtedly  require  a  careful  revision  be- 
fore a  correct  opinion  can  be  formed  in  this  respect. 
The  arrangement  of  the  materials,  however,  will,  for 
.the  present,  enable  them  to  speak  for  themselves. 

An  abstract  of  the  following  pages  was  first  pub- 
lished in  the  American  Journal  of  Science  and  Arts,  in 
March,  of  the  present  year.  The  work,  as  presented 
here,  is  differently  arranged,  and  embraces  a  larger 
field,  together  with  additions  and  improvements.
